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Dr. MacDonald Dies 



Funeral services were held Uiat Tuesday to lay to 

vest Dr, Malcolm Allan MacDonald assm^iate professor 
in our Animal Science DepartmenL Dr. MacDonald died 
suddenly in his honte on the morning of January 3rd of 
a cerebral hemorrhage. He is survived by his ivife Marion, 
daughter Alix and son Archie. To them, the staff of the 
''Failt'Ye Times** would like to express its sincerest sym- 
pathies and deepest regrets. 

To those who knew Dr. MacDonald lie was a cons- 
tant source of inspiration and stimulation. He was pro- 
gressive in his research and bold in his aspirations for 
his science. The Animal Science Department was extre- 
mely well served by this man. The diversity of subject 
matter covered in his published papers is amazing. 

He was a graduate of the University of British Co- 
lumbia where he received his B. S. A. in 1947 and his M. 
Sc. in 1949. From L .B.C. he went to work at the Range 
Experiment Station in Kamloops B.C. for two years 
before returning to school at Oregon Stale College. While 
nt Oregon he was chosen for membership in the Sigma 
Xi Honorary Research Association. He received his Ph, D. 
in 1953. In 1954 he was elected to the Phi Kappa Phi 
Honorary Scholastic Society. 

On graduation from Oregon he went to New Zealand 
where he served as Research Officer at the Ruaknra 
Animal Research Station until 1 956. For the years 1955 
and 1956 he was the Advisor to the Comnussion of the 
\'ew Zealand Meat Board. Here his results were accepted 
in total and the Directorship of the Board was offered 
to him. However a preference to live and work in Canada 
brought him back to the University of Saskatchewan 
where he worked, aided by a N. R. C. of Canada /^l.s7 
Doctorate Fellowship. 

In 195S he was asked to come to Macdonuld ( ollege 
IS assistant professor in Animal Science and served 
foyally and well until his death last Friday. 

In his memory his friends and associates are setting 
up the Allan MacDimald Benevolent Fund. This would 
he a fund from which needy students could borrow 
money on short notice with a minimum of red tape. 
Donations are being accepted and all cheques should he 
made payable to Macdonald College.

to Siberia, the Caucasus 
and Russian Central Asia, 
explored Bokhara and Sa- 
markand, penetrated as far 
Its Chinese Turkestan and 
Afghanistan. 

On the outl))t^ak of the 
war he resigned from the 
Diplomatic Service and 
served with the Cameron 
Highlanders. While in the 
Middle East, he joined the 
Special Air Sei*vice Regi- 
ment, a celebrated irregu- 
lar unit. With the S.A.S. 
Maclean carried out raids 
too miles in RommePs 
rear, bulffed his way 
through the enemy lines 
©n several occasions, and 
^on the Croix de Gueire 
for an operation under- 
taken jointly with Fi'ee 
french peisonnel. Later he 
led a detachment which 
operated against Fifth Co- 
lumnists in South Persia. 

His parachute ti*aining 
was not wasted, for in 1943 
he dropped into Yugosla- 
via to head the British Mi- 
litary Mission to Marshal 
Tito organizing Allied as- 



sistance rV»r the partisans 
and helping to co-ordinate 
their operations. For his 
services in Yugoslavia he 
was awarded the C.B.E., 
Military Division for 'gal- 
lant and distinguished ser- 
vice', the Paitisan Star, 
First Class, by Tito, and 
the Order of Kutusov by 
the Soviet Government. 

Sir Fitzroy has recorded 
some of his experiences 
in his book 'Eastern Ap- 
proaches*, which has been 
translated into many lan- 
guages. A second book, 
'Disputed Barricade', (in 
U.S.A. 'The Heretic') is a 
full-length study of Mar- 
shal Tito and his time. 

Sir Fitzroy Maclean left 
the Army with the rank of 
Brigadier. In 1947 he w^as 
recalled temporarily with 
the rank of Major-General 
to investigate the problem 
of displaced persons in 
Italy, Germany and Aust- 
ria. 

At the end of the war 
Sir Fitzroy took up his 
Parliamentary duties. He 
was re-elected M. P. for 
Lancaster in the first four

The College Memorials

In 1945 a new War Me-

ge Memorial. This should 
take the form of a Memor- 
ial Entrance to the Library, 
with any surplus money 
being used to institute a 
memorial Lectureship 
Fund. Approximately $10,- 
000. was raised, of which 
some $4,000. was spent on 
the Entrance, a Second 
Book of Remembrance, 
and the First Memorial 
Address. This first address 
bv the Ri<rht Hon. Vincent 
Massey, C.H., LL.D., was 
printed and disVibuted to 
^subscribers. The balance of 
the fund was invested and 
the interest provides the 
revenue which provides for 
the expenses of the annual 
Addresses which are always 
contemporary and interna- 
tional in scope.

In all fourteen people were 
deported over the incident. The 
British Government felt it ne- 
cessary to express official re- 
grets for the **poor taste' 
shown. For shame Hugh.
